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FD, H O’ Courage and al! other Vir- 
C3 eet 6 tuesare, in fome Degree, of all 
a en) PS Nations, and engrofs’d exclufive- 
ly by no one, yet Experience 
fhews, that fome have, at cer- 
tain Periods, feem’d to monopo- 
lize certain Virtues, as well as 
particular Arts aud Sciences. 

The Athenian Wit and Politenefs fix’d the Name 
of Barbarians upon all other Nations: Courage 
and public Spirit were the diftinguifhing Characte- 
riftics of the antient Romans, in which the reft of 
the World felt and confefs’d their Superiority. 

In later Days other Nations have had their Turns 
of Preeminence, Feats of extravagant Heroifm 
and wild Chivalry mark’d out the Spaniards for 
fome Centuries ; till Cervantes, by laughing them in- 
to their Senfes, laugh’d them out of their only Merit. 

Italy, under the Pontificate of Leo the Tenth, 
feem’d to make an Effort to recover its antient 
CharaQter: Arts and Sciences reviv’d there; true 
‘Tafte and Juftnefs of Thought and Delign pre- 
vailed: But this Effort proved only a convullive, 
expiring Pang; and the Zta/ians, from being the 
Inftructors and Modeis, are now become only the 
Fidlers of Europe. 

In France, the Age of Lewis the 14th will, 
Hiftory, be plac’d next to, if not over-againft the 
Auguffan: And it muft be confefs’d, that that Na- 
tion has preferv’d to this Day, the Reputation of 
Courage, which Fulius Ca/ar allow’d it above 
17co Years ago. 

Our Neighbours, the Germans, are defcrib’d, by 
Tacitus, as ftout, dull, and drunken: With Re- 
gard to the Two laft Accomplifhments, it 1s uni- 
verfally agreed, that they have not degenerated even 
ut this Day: And with Refpeé to the Firft, Cou- 
rage, it feems only to be turn’d infde-out ; and to 
be exerted at prefent, in the great Hat and Sword, 
the black Cravat and Whiskers. 

Our own Nation has, likewife, in moft other 
Things, had its Variations aud Vicifiitudes ; but 1 
think I may, without Partiality, aflert, that it has, 
from the earlieft Times to this Hour, preferv’d 
its Chara€teriftic of Courage pure and unbiemifh’d. 
But, without Partiality too, and with Concern 
I mutt confefs, it is the only Virtue we have now 
left ; and fuch being the Cafe, there is Reafon 
to fear even that will not furvive long. 

Our true, antient British Courage exerted itfclf 
in the Defence of Britih Liberty ; repell’d tiie to- 
reign Invader 5 reftrain’d the domeftic Defpoiler ; 
was icalous of public and private Honour, and thofe 
who poflefs’'d it, knew what F/enour was. 

The Engl Spirit, particularly, could never 
brook the leaft Slight, or Infule from Foreigners ; 
whether collectively as Nations, or feperatcly as In- 





sividua Ils: Ot which we find, in Tyrre/’s Hittory of | 


England, this remarkable Inftance ; which I thall 
Yitcral! y tranfuibe for the Entertainment of my | 
Re ‘aders. 

In the mean while in England, there was no- 
thing but Feafting and Jolluy ; for William Duke 
of Bavaria, Son to Lewis the late Emperor of 
Ge rmany (and in 
Heinault, Holland, and Zealand) came into Eng- 
land, and, by the King’s Leave, married the Lady 
Mathilda, eldett Dar ughter to Henry Duke of Lau- 
cufter, ond che Rehét of Ralph, cldeft Son of the 
Har) of Hartfart, who, dying three Years before, 
left her a beautitul youn: Willow, 


The Duke her Father was then .travelling to- 
wards Prujia, to make War againft the Heathens 
in thofe Parts; but being taken Prifoner in Germany 
by the fecret Practice of Otho Duke of Brunjwick, 
he was fore’d to redeem himfelf by paying three 
hundred Scutes of Gold for his Liberty ; fo that 
before he could be difcharged, there was a Truce 
made in Pruffia, between the Chrifitens and the 
then Infidel Pruffians ; whereupon he was fain to 
return homeward with fome Regret: But this Ex- 
pedition begot a mighty Quarrel between the Duke 

of Brunfwick and him, which was like to have 
ended in a fingle Combat, of which I fhall give 
you a fhort Account. 

The Duke of Lancafter being in his Return, 
firft inform’d by a certain Knight at Colon, that 
it was the Duke of Brun/wick who had caus’d him 
to be arrefted, took an Opportunity to complain ot 
this Action before the Marquifs of ‘fuliers and 
other Noblemen as they walked together in the 
great Church of that City ; faying, ‘That fucha 
difhonourable Treatment ‘of a Stranger and No- 
bleman that never injured him, was unworthy the 
Duke’s Honour and high Quality ; which Words 
being not long after related to Lim, by fome Gas 
were there prefent, he took it for fo provoking 
an Affront, that, prefently aiter the Duke of Lun- 
cafler’s Return into England, he fent him a Chal- 
lenge in Writing under his Seal, wherein he affirm- 
ed the Words fpoken of him where falfe, which 
he offer’d to make Good by fighting with him 

ody to Body, either between ‘he Caftle af @ui/nes 
and St. Omer, or elfewhere, as the King of France 
fhould appoint. 

Upon the Receipt of which Letters, the Duke of 
Lancafer having obtain’d a Licence trom the King 
his Matter, as alio a fafe Conduct from the French 
King, went immediately over to Calais, and being 
met at Gui/nes by the L. de Clermont Marthal of 
France, with a noble Retinue of Men at Arms 
(whom King ‘foba had fent for that Purpofe) he 
was by them Ccondudted to Paris, where he was 
honourably receiv’d by the King, as alfo by his 
Kinfman the young King of Navar: And his Ad- 
verfary the Duke of Brunfwick being now allo ar- 
riv’d, a Day was appointed for theie two noble 
Combatants to fight it out before the King of

France and his principal Nobility; then the Lifts 
being fet out in the Field call’d Le pré aux Clerks, 
without the City (an innumerable Multitude of 
People being prefent) both the Dukes came into 
the Fteld compleatly armed ; and, according to the 
Cuftom of that Time, were to fight on Hurleback, 
with their Swords and Lances. 

When all the Ceremonies ufual in fuch Cafes 
were perform’d, and the Combat was juft ready to 
| begin, whether Duke Otho’s Heart fail’d him, or 

that his Confcience told him his Quarrel was not 
“jut, I will not determine; only that upon his 
i thewing fome Signs of Fear and Confufion, he was 
advifed by his Friends to withdraw his Challenge, 
| and to fubmit his Quarrel to the Judgment of the 
' King of France; which the Duke of Lancafler, 
being full of Hopes and Courage, at firft refufed ; 
fayiny, 
his Caufe, and that it would be a high Reflection 
both upon himfelfand the Bag/i/s Nation, if he thould 
now depart without performing what he e.me thi 
ther for, Dut for all this the Duke of Brunfwick 
uttcrly renounced his Quarrel, and refufed the 
, Comoat, refolving wholly to {ubmit himielt to the )

That he was ready to detend the Juftice of 


Arbitrament of the King of France; to whom 
tho’ that Duke was more aceeptable upon Account 
of his having efpoufed the French Intereft, yet the 
Englifh Duke did not want Friends; tor he had the 
King of Navarre, the Earl of Flanders, and di- 
vers others of the principal Nobility to abet his 
Caufe, who told him that upon his Adverfary’s re- 
nouncing the Quarrel, and Departure out of the 
Field, he might without any bas 1S of Honour quit 
it alfo. After which the Kang, ata’ great Enter 
tainment, by the Help of his Ww bles, partalies on 
both Sides sy reconciled thele two Dukes, and took 
up the Quarrel between them for ever. 

I have been the more particular in thi; Tran- 
faction, that the Reader may obferve how jealous 
Men of the higheft Quality were in thofe Days of 
any Word or Aétion, that miyat reflect upon cher 
Honour; and tho’ they thought tt Lawful to do it 
by fin he C Combat (efpecially between Princes who 
did not own each otaer’s Authority) yet d ey 
not {pill each other's Blood in private Duels, but 
openly betore their ewn Prince, or fome other as 
was agreed between them, who were to give Judy: 
ment which of the Parties were vanquilhed. 

But to conclude this Story, the Freud Ring was 
fo taken with the noble Carriage of the Duke of 
Lancafler, that he offer'd him a very great Prevent 
of sich Jewels 5 yet he would accept of no more 
than one Thorn from the Crown which (was thea 
believ’d) our Saviour wore at bs Crucih sion; 
which our Author tells us he afterwards bei ow'd 
upon the Abby of Leicefler. Then the Duke 
having taken his Leave of the King of Jrane, re- 
turned into England a little betore Chri/)mas, and 
was kindly receiv'’d by the King, and all his Royal 
Relations.
